CHICAGO  —  Gasoline,  Diesel  oil,  and  furnace  fuel  oil  can  be  produced 
synthetically  at  the  rate  of  2^0,000  barrels  a  day  if  a  string  of  30  chemical 
processing  plants  were  constructed  in  the  natural  gas  fields  of  the  Southwest 
and  southern  California,  Dr.  J,  Henry  Rushton,  director  of  the  department  of 
chemical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  declared  today 
(Thursday) . 

As  a  workable  answer  to  the  present-day  fuel  shortage,  the  petroleum 
industry  already  has  under  construction  two  such  plants,  each  of  which  will 
have  an  output  of  more  than  7,000  barrels  of  fuel  oil  a  day,  he  told  a  press 
conference  in  the  newly  constructed  Metallurgical  and  Chemical  Engineering 
building  at  Technology  Center,  Illinois  Tech's  campus. 

Dr.  Rushton,  one  of  the  nation's  foremost  chemical  synthesis  experts, 

explained  that  bj^  using  the  hydrocarbon  synthesis  process  liquid  fuels  can  be 

obtained  by  separating  ox„^gen  from  air,  using  it  to  burn  natural  gas  incompletely 

to  form  carbon  monoxide  and  hydrogen  (called  synthesis  gas) .  Then,  reaction  of 

the  synthesis  gas  with  a  catalyst  will  form  liquid  hydrocarbons.  These  then  can 

be  separated  to  give  gasoline,  Diesel  oil,  furnace  fuel  oil,  and  other  chemicals.

He  said  this  process  would  yield  gasoline  and  fuel  oil  at  prices 
competitive  with  present  costs  of  these  products  obtained  conventionally  from 
petroleum,  now  in  serious  short  supply, 

"America  possesses  proven  reserves  of  natural  5;as  totalling  170  trillion 
cubic  feet,  of  which  about  100  trillion  cubic  feet  are  available  for  processing 
into  liquid  fuels,"  the  Illinois  Tech  scientist  explained.  He  said  that 
natural  gas  for  s^thetic  fuel  production  would  be  drawn  from  fields  not  now 
producing  gas  for  household  or  industrial  heating  and  power  purposes, 

"It  has  become  apparent  that  we  have  sufficient  reserves  of  natural 
gas  to  support  the  operation  of  about  30  plants  devoted  to  the  synthetic 
production  of  fuels.  Construction  of  these  plants  could  be  started  immediately 
if  necessary,  and  it  is  probable  that  in  the  next  15  years  we  might  want  to 
build  that  many  processing  units, 

"With  30  plants  in  operation,  there  is  enough  natural  gas  available 
to  sustain  them  for  approximately  lUO  years.  Their  daily  production  would 
yield  five  per  cent  of  the  5j080,0O0  barrels  per  day  which  the  U,S»  oil  fields 
produced  in  19h7." 

He  said  that  if  the  U.S.  had  to  supplement  its  petroleum  output  at  an 
even  greater  rate,  60  plants  could  conceivably  be  built  which  would  yield 
500,000  barrels  of  fuel  per  day.  An  investment  outlay  of  about  ^30,000,000 
a  plant  would  be  required. 

If  it  was  desired  to  use  up  all  of  our  proven  natural  gas  reserves 
during  the  next  25  years  for  conversion  to  liquid  fuels,  American  scientists, 
could  double  our  present  output  of  petroleum  products,  he  said.

"Two  plants  are  under  construction  by  private  industry  at  the  moment. 
One  is  located  in  the  Hugoten  ^ield  in  Kansas 3  the  other  in  Carthage,  Texas. 
Each  plant  of  this  type  will  use  50  million  cubic  feet  of  oxygen  daily  from 
250  million  cubic  feet  of  air,  which  would  be  burned  with  6U  million  cubic 
feet  of  natural  gas  daily.  From  this  could  be  obtained  a  total  output  of 
7,000  barrels  of  liquid  fuel,  of  which  gasoline  would  be  produced  in  largest 
quantities,  followed  by  Diesel  oil,  and  furnace  fuel  oil," 

Not  only  would  the  plants  be  invaluable  to  the  national  economy  from 
the  standpoint  of  bulwarking  dwindling  petroleum  supplies,  but  a  single  plant, 
he  emphasized,  would  turn  out,  as  a  by-product,  as  much  as  eight  per  cent  of 
the  ethyl  alcohol  that  was  produced  in  the  U,S,  in  1939«  This  by-product, 
he  said,  could  be  used  with  far  reaching  effect  in  the  entire  American  plastics 
industry,  , 

Another  important  by-product  would  be  acetone,  valuable  for  the  industrial 
production  of  solvents  and  paints.  A  single  plant  could  turn  out  in  one  day 
as  much  as  10  per  cent  of  the  total  U,S»  production  of  acetone  in  1939* 

Such  by-products,  he  explained,  would  tend  to  make  the  new  plants  more 
economic  and  insure  a  faster  return  on  capital  investment  by  industry.  Although 
it  would  be  difficult  to  trace  directly  through  to  consumer  goods,  he  estimated 
that  the  low  cost  of  such  by-product  production  would  lower  final  cost  of 
consumer  goods. 

Synthetic  liquid  fuels  can  also  be  made  by  the  hydrogenation  of  coal, 
in  which  hydrogen  instead  of  oxygen  is  reacted  with  coal.  German  experimentation 
during  the  war  indicates  that  the  new  American  hydrocarbon  synthesis  process 
(using  oxygen)  will  give  liquid  fuels  at  one-third  to  one-half  the  cost  of  the 
hydrogenation  method,

The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines  is  studying  hydrocarbon  synthesis,  using  both 
oxygen  and  hydrogen,  as  possible  solutions  to  the  nation-wide  oil  shortages. 

The  Chicago  scientist,  who  headed  oxygen  research  activities  for  the 
Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  Development  during  the  war,  stressed  that 
increased  scientific  know-how  on  the  synthetic  production  of  fuel  from  natural 
gas  vrould  make  possible  cheaper  methods  of  oil  •production  from  coal.  He 
said  America  would  not  be  producing  oil  from  coal  economically  for  another 
eight  to  ten  years.

CHICAGO  --  James  Clinton  Peebles,  dean  of  engineering  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  today  announced  he  will  retire  at 
the  end  of  August  after  an  association  with  Illinois  Tech  and  its 
predecessor  institutions  which  extends  over  nearly  a  half  century. 

At  67,  this  "grand  old  man"  of  the  faculty  is  the  only 
individual  now  connected  with  Illinois  Tech  who  attended  both  Lewis 
Institute  and  Armour  Institute  (combined  in  1940  to  form  Illinois 
Tech)  and  who  ia  now  a  member  of  the  academic  staff. 

His  association  with  Lewis  began  in  1900  as  an  under- 
graduate.  After  two  years,  he  transferred  to  Armour,  from  which  he 
received  a  degree  in  electrical  engineering  in  1904, 

After  a  brief  period  as  a  high  school  teacher  in  Wabash, 
Ind,,  and  as  instructor  at  Cornell,  from  which  he-  received  his 
master'3  degree  in  mechanical  engineering,  he  returned  to  Armour 
Tech  in  1908  as  an  instructor  in  experimental  engineering.   He  will 
complete  his  40th  year  in  June, 

Early  in  his  career,  Dean  Peebles  began  a  study  of  thermal 

insulation.   For  more  than  30  years  he  has  been  a  leading  research 

engineer  in  commercial  and  domestic  insulation.

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He  designed  and  built  an  instrument  for  measuring  heat 
flow,  since  adopted  as  standard  by  the  American  Society  for  Testing 
Materials  and  used  as  standard  equipment  in  research  laboratories 
W    throughout  the  world. 

Dean  Peebles  was  a  pioneer  in  research  for  heating  by 
solar  radiation,,  particularly  in  the  proper  design  of  houses  to 
make  maximum  use  of  solar  heat. 

He  has  written  widely  for  scientific  journals  and  the 
results  of  his  work  have  received  wide  circulation  in  the  popular 
press.   He  has  been  active  since  its  founding  as  a  consultant  in  the 
research  of  Illinois  Tech's  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

Dean  Peebles  was  born  Nov,  28,  1880  in  Dreghorm,  Scotland, 
and  was  brought  to  the  U.  S.  five  years  later  by  his  parents.   He 
was  naturalized  at  the  age  of  10, 

At  Armour  Institute,  he  was  promoted  to  assistant  professor 
in  1912,  associate  professor  in  1917,  and  professor  in  1928,   In 
1939  and  1943  he  was  acting  head  cf  the  department  of  mechanical 
engineering  and  in  1941  acting  dean  of  engineering.   Since  1942,  he 
has  been  dean  of  engineering. 

He  was  married  in  1910  to  Miss  Lulu  M,  Lintner,   They  have

technological  institute. 

At  36,  Dr.  Rettaliata  is  one  of  the  youngest  deans  of 
engineering  in  the  United  States.   A  leading  mechanical  engineer 
and  steam  and  gas  turbine  expert,  he  has  headed  the  department  at 
Illinois  Tech  since  1945, 

A  native  of  Baltimore,  Dr.  Rettaliata  received  his 
bachelor's  and  doctor's  degrees  in  engineering  in  1932  and  1936 
at  Johns  Hopkins  University,

As  a  graduate  student,  he  was  an  instructor  in  mathematics 
and  later  head  of  the  mathematics  department  and  engineering  instruc- 
tor at  the  Baltimore  College  Center.   He  also  worked  in  the  U,  S, 
department  of  agriculture  as  a  laboratory  technician,  testing  domestic 
oil  burners  and  bottled  gas  equipment  in  1935. 

In  1936,  he  joined  the  All is-Chalmers  company  as  head  of 
the  calculation  and  development  division  of  the  steam  turbine  de- 
partment.  He  was  later  named  manager  of  gas  turbine  development  and 
research,  the  position  he  held  at  the  time  he  accepted  the  department 
directorship  at  Illinois  Tech.

CHICAGO —  Carl  Friedrich,  prafessor  of  govemmsnt  at  Harvard  university, 
day  described  as  "silly,  if  not  downright  dishonest,"  the  contention  by  Henry 
llace  that  the  administration's  European  recovery  plan  is  part  of  U.S.  dollar  diplomacy 
d  economic  imperialism. 

Speaking  at  a  special  assembly  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
iedrich  challenged  Wallace  to  bring  forward  any  argument  based  on  facts  in  support 
the  third  party's  charges. 

The  Harvardprofessor  declared  that  "far  from  leading  to  war,  ERP  is  our 
B   real  hope  of  peace," 

Without  a  genuine  recovery  from  the  after-effects  of  war,  the  European 
.tions  will  fall  prey  to  totalitarian  governments.  These  neo-Fascist  regimes  then 
.11  start  a  war  simply  because  they  have  no  alternative. 

"Why  should  we  try  to  strengthen  the  econony  of  European  nations  and 
en  tirge  them  to  form  an  economic  union  among  themselves  if  we  desire  to  ddmiinate 
lem?"

Also  missing  from  the  brilliant  Illini  cast  of  last  year  are 
Herb  McKenley,  440-yard  world  record  holder  who  has  completed  his 
college  eligibility,  and  pole-vaulter  Bill  Richards,  who  graduated 
last  June. 

Returning  for  Illinois,  however,  will  be  three  defending 
champions  --  Dwight  Eddleman,  Norm  Wasser,  and  George  Walker,  who  took 
the  high  jump,  70-yard-low  hurdles,  and  shot  put  titles,  respectively.

Knovm  as  the  Armour  Tech  Relay  games  before  19Ul^  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays 
grew  out  of  a  triangular  meet  in  1928  between  Armour  Tech  (now  Illinois  Tech) , 
Northwestern  university,  and  the  University  of  Chicago,  The  following  year,  John 
J,  Schommer,  Illinois  Tech  athletic  director,  and  A. A.  "Lonnie"  Stagg,  Jr.,  then 
Techawk  track  coach,  turned  the  meet  into  an  invitational  for  colleges  and  univer  - 
sities  in  the  midwest, 
|.         In  1929  eight  colleges  participated.  The  meet  grew  rapidly,  until,  in 
19ii3>  ^^21  athletes  representing  12  universities  and  2\x   colleges  competed  for  indi  - 
vidual  and  team  honors  to  establish  the  Illinois  Tech  Relay  games  as  the  largest 
indoor  track  affair  in  the  nation. 

Despite  the  tremendous  success  of  the  19U3  games,  Schommer  was  forced  to 
cancel  the  sixteenth  running  of  the  meet  in  19UU  because  of  the  war. 

After  a  three-year  lapse,  the  meet  was  revived  last  year.  Before  a 
capacity  crowd  of  more  than  5,000,  one  of  the  greatest  groups  of  athletes  ever 
assembled  in  one  arena  (representing  a  record-breaking  total  of  6I  universities

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CHICAGO  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  today  announced  the  opening 
of  a  remedial  and  developmental  reading  service  for  adults  at  its  downtown  center, 
l8  South  Michigan  avenue. 

Directed  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Simpson  under  the  general  supervision  of 
Dr.  George  Speer,  head  of  Illinois  Tech's  Institute  for  Psychological  Services,  the 
service  is  designed  to  improve  the  comprehension,  vocabulary,  and  rate  of  reading 
of  adults  with  a  wide  range  of  ability, 

"The  Adult  Reading  Service  is  the  only  such  service  in  the  country  created 
especially  for  adults,"  Dr.  Speer  states, 

Mrs,  Simpson  was  formerly  an  educational  consultant  for  the  Houghton- 
Mifflin  publishing  company,  nhe  has  also  served  as  director  of  the  reading  clinic 
and  instructor  of  communications  at  Stephens  College,  Columbia,  Mo,,  and  as  assis- 
tant to  Dr.  Guy  T,  Buswell  in  the  University  of  Chicago  reading  clinic. 

"The  program  of  instruction  will  be  adjusted  to  the  needs  of  the  indivi- 
dual and  will  be  dependent  solely  upon  the  nature  of  his  difficulty,  his  progress, 
and  his  objectives,"  Mrs,  Simpson  declared. 
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Enrolled  at  the  present  time  for  the  20-hour  course  are  persons  of  two 
major  categories  —  those  whose  reading  skills  are  decidedly  below  average  and 
those  with  average  or  above-average  reading  efficiency  who  desire  to  improve  their 
rate,  vocabulary,  and  understanding.  Included  in  the  latter  group  are  a  number  of 
college  students  and  professional  people. 

"The  normal  and  generally  the  most  effective  course  consists  of  20  hours 
at  the  rate  of  one  hour  a  dajr, "  Mrs.  Simpson  said. 

Each  client  is  given  a  diagnosis  before  the  training  period  begins.  In- 

i 

eluded  in  the  diagnosis  are  tests  with  the  telebinocular  and  sight  screener,  devices 
to  determine  the  more  gross  and  obvious  vision  defects.  Persons  whose  difficulties 
stem  from  visual  defects  are  advised  to  consult  an  eye  doctor, 

"Emotional  and  psychological  problems  sometimes  affect  the  reading 
efficiency  of  an  individual,"  Mrs.  Simpson  said.   "In  those  instances.  The  Adult 
Reading  Service  will  try  to  help  the  person  or  mil  recommend  psychiatric  aid,  de- 
pending upon  the  nature  of  the  difficulty." 

At  the  end  of  the  training  period  a  series  of  tests  is  administered  to 
determine  the  progress  of  the  client. 

Other  equipment  at  the  service  includes  an  ophthalmograph,  a  tachisto- 
scope,  and  a  reading  rate  controller. 

The  ophthalmograph,  an  instrument  that  photographs  eye  movements  of  the 
individual  as  he  reads,  determines  the  number  of  fixations  and  regressions  of  the 
eye. 

The  tachistoscope  flashes  digits,  jumping  digits,  single  words,'  phrases, 
and  sentences  upon  a  screen.  The  instrument  is  used  to  v;iden  the  eye  span  and  to 
break  down  habits  of  reading  one  word  at  a  time. 

The  reading  rate  controller  regulates  the  rate  of  reading  speed  with  a 
wide  range  from  50  to  2,000  words  per  minute, 
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The  average  adult  rate  for  easy  reading  ranges  from  325  to  350  words  per 
minute,  Mrs,  Simpson  said. 

For  reading  practice  on  the  reading  rate  controller  the  service  provides 
current  literature  of  all  types.  The  client  may  choose  the  material  that  interests 
him  most.  Also  at  his  disposal  is  a  large  collection  of  textbooks  and  other 
instructional  material. 

"There  is  no  one  method  of  teaching,  or  any  one  instrument,  which  will 
solve  the  reading  problems  of  the  individual,"  Mrs.  Simpson  stated.  "A  combination 
of  all  types  of  instruction  is  needed,  and  the  approaches  best  suited  to  the 
individual  are  used." 

Assisting  Mrs.  Simpson  are  Lrs.  Florence  Goodman,  formerly  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  the  Institute  for  Psychological  Service's  staff  of 
trained  psychometrists,  who  administer  certain  tests.

President  Heald  emphasized  that  tuition  includes  all  charges 
to  students.   There  are  no  additional  fees. 

"Constantly  increasing  costs  of  living  have  affected  all 
educational  institutions  and  their  faculties  and  staff,"  he  said. 
"We  hoped  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  increase  tuition,  but  a  careful 
study  of  next  year's  budget  makes  it  evident  that  such  a  hope  cannot 
be  realized, " 

The  increase  will  not  produce  sufficient  revenue  to  meet 
the  additional  costs  of  higher  faculty  salaries  and  increased  expenses 
of  all  kinds,  he  pointed  out.

He  compaiTed  construction  costs  and  rental  incoioe  and  concluded  that  they  were  not 
Ikely  to  favor  skyscraper  c  nstruction  until  after  1950, 

Dr,  Grinter' s  estiotates  were  on  tiie  same  basis  as  estimates  prepared  in  1929  whea 
kyscrapers  were  rising  in  every  city.  At  that  time  calculations  showed  a  probable  return 
n  investments  of  10  per  cent  per  year,  while  his  estimates  for  19^0  reduce  this  probable 
Btum  to  3i  per  cent. 

Since  an  equal  or  larger  return  than  3|  per  cent  with  less  risk  might  be  obtained 
Isewhere,  money  is  not  likely  to  flow  into  slgnscraper  construction  until  construction  costs 
rop, 

Dr,  Grinter  wHl  point  out  that  tiie  usual  type  of  cnnstjntction  makes  it  necessary 
0  assume  an  annual  depreciation  of  2  per  cent  so  that  tdie  cost  of  a  building  will  be  fully 
B turned  to  the  investor  in  50  years, 

5y  taking  advantage  of  ciodam  technology,  a  building  could  be  built  with  fi  200- 
i2ar  life  that  would  show  essentially  no  depreciation  in  the  first  50  years. 
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Such  a  building  would  be  a  structural  machine  \^h  all  paz*t8  entirely  enclosed 
in  a  glass  and  non-rusting  metal  akin  that  would  prevent  deterioration. 

For  such  a  building,  a  return  above  6  per  cent  per  year  rdght  be  anticipated 
while  with  the  normal  depreciation  of  the  dollar  which  has  been  proceeding  at  about  1 
'per  cent  a  year  for  generations,  the  capital  vsiLue  of  such  a  building  would  be  continually 
increasing  and  might  be  expected  to  produce  a  capital  gain  of  ^  per  cent  of  the  Investaient 
in  iiie  first  $0  years.

The  product  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  industrial  development  research 
program  being  conducted  in  Mexico  by  the  research  foundation,  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Banco-  de  Mexico  to  create  new  industries  as  well  as  to  provide  international 
credits  through  exports . 

The  new  was  is  hard,  has  a  melting  point  of  85°  C  and  bleaches  readily  to 
an  almost  colorless  material  for  industrial  finishes  and  coatings.  Complete  studies 
of  its  properties,  many  of  which  will  appear  in  forthcoming  reports,  are  continuing 
in  the  Mexican  laboratories  of  the  foundation.

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CHICAGO  —  March  25  —   TPhere    Is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 
United  States  will   avoid  a  post-war  depression",   Dr,  Pearce  Oavis,   head 
of  the  department  of  business   and  economics  at   Illinois   Institute   of 
Technology,   stated  tonight, 

i3r«  Davis,   a  mefflber  of   the  three-raan  board  of   inquiry  appointed 
last  week  by  President  Truman  to  study  the  meat   packing  strike,   spoke  on 
"Freedom  and  Full  Enployaent**    in  Curtiss  Hall  of  the  Fine   Arts  Building 
in  the  third  of  a  series  of  lectures  sponsored  by  the   Illinois  Tech 
alumni  association* 

Pointing  to  depressions   that  have   resulted  from  previous  post- 
war inflationary  periods.   Dr.   Davis  declared,    '*We  have  no  indication  that 
anything  has  occured  to   change  the  pattern.     We  are  doing  very  littte   to 
avoid  depression." 

^.  Dq^vis  gave   five  reasons  »hy  the  country  has  not  taken 
effective  measures  to  combat  a   future  depression: 
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1*  An  attitude  of  fatal Ism  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

2*  General  unwillingness  to  make  a  strong  effort  because 
personal  interests  of  a  suffieient  number  of  factors  in  our  country 
would  bot  be  served. 

3*  Lack  of  framework  for  effeetiye  coordinated  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  factors  in  the  economy. 

4.  A  generally  prevalent  short-run  view  of  the  overall 
operations  of  the  economy. 

5.  The  tendency  to  believe  that  the  country  will  get  along 
somehow  in  spite  of  what  Is  done  or  not  done. 

Dr»   Davis  described  three  general  stages  of  post-war  readjust- 
ment periods: 

The  phase  of  reconversion  fr^m  war  to  peacetime  production. 

The  phase  of  aceillerated  production  for  satisfaction  of  accumu- 
lated demand,  in  which  spending  and  national  income  are  high  and  prices 
and  wages  are  high  or  increasing. 

the  phase  of  normal  peacetime  economy  in  which  price  Increases 
cease,  price  decreases  are  likely  to  occur,  and  employment  is  somewhat 
reduced. 

"Inflation  may  continue  for  one,  two,  even  three  years  or  more, 
if  present  conditions  continue,**  Dr.  Davis  said.   "Until  we  reach  the 
third  phase,  war  is  not  over  for  the  economy,  It  is  in  the  third  phase 
that  we  face  the  crucial  test.  Will  we  readjust  with  sufficient  smooth- 
ness and  rapidity  to  prevent  a  general  spiral  of  prices  downward  and  a^ 
general  rise  in  unemployment?   At  present  I  see  no  reason  to  believe  that 
we  will. " 
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Declaring  that  unless  dap it al Ism  shows  the  necessary  fore- 
aignt,   self-reatraftnti   and  devotion  to  the   interests  of   the   people   our 
present  economic  system  raay  gradually  evolve    into  another,   vith  sub- 
sequent dangers  to  our  freedom, , Dr.  Davis  said,    "If  we  trmly  wish  to 
eliffllnate   the   danger   of  coaununism,   the   surest   and  most  obvious  way  to 
accomplish  the  goal   is  to  do  everything  possible  to  assure  the  efficient 
and  full   operation  of  our  own  eeononlc  system,  ** 

Should  the  United  States  mobilize   for  war  or  defense,   the  phase 
of  normal  peacetime  economy  would  be  postponed,   said  Dr«   Davis,   and 
further  serious   inflationary  pressures  would  be  created. 

"Such  developments  would  put  us  back  where  we  were   in  December, 
1941,**  he   concluded,    **wlth  the  difference  that  we  have  not  yet  recovered 
from  the  effects  of  the  greatest  war  in  history."
